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NOTES OF THE WEEK, 


PASSOVER, 


Labour and rest, rest and labour, such are the alternations which are man’s 
destiny. Labour calls for rest, and rest makes labour possible, just as expendi- 
ture presupposes income, and income renders expenditure practicable. The 
energies exhausted by work are being recruited by repose, just as in the house- 
hold economy, when expenditure has exceeded income, a period of saving and 
retrenchment must follow if useful and regular domestic activity is to be sus- 
tained. Man, instinctively obeying the laws of Nature, in compliance with it 
voluntarily interrupts his Jabours from time to time, calling these periodical times 
of cessation of work holidays, because religion subsequently devoted them to 
sanctifying reflections and practices. So far, Jews and Gentiles travel the same 
road, But when it comes to fixing these holidays, they part company, A 
material difference then displays itself ; each of the two bodies pursuing a track of 
its own in accordance with the light which is within it. The Gentile mind— 
and here we are referring to the pagan of old and not to the nations whose reli- 
gion is based upon the Hebrew Scriptures—which idealised and deified Nature, 
and then knelt down before it and worshipped it, was guided in the appointment 
of its holidays by the alternations of the seasons. These impressed it most. In 
them it perceived the representatives of its deities, The holidays might, there- 
fore, most fitly be fixed at the periods when the power of these deities was 
exhibited most strikingly either in love or terror. The solstitial or equinoctial 
seasons, secd-time or the time of in-gathering, were, therefore, the favourite 
periods of pagan solemnitics, when cessation from labour afforded the necessary 
leisure for the celebration of the religious rites by which these deities were either 
to be thanked or propitiated. But, Judaism knew nothing of nature deities. 
Judaism knew only of one extra-mundane God, distinct and above all creation, 
as graphically pointed out by the prophet of old when he proclaimed : “ Thus 
saith the Lord, Learn not the way of the heathen, and be not dismayed at the 
signs of heaven ; for the heathen are dismayed at them. For the customs of the 
people are vain: for one cutteth a tree out of the forest, the work of the hands 
of the workman, with the ax, They deck it with silver and with gold; they 
fasten it with nails and with hammers, that it move not. They are upright as 
the palin tree, but speak not : they must needs be borne, because they cannot go. 
Be not afraid of them; for they cannot do evil, neither also is it in them to do 
good” (Jer.x. 2-5). Israel's holidays, therefore, were not determined by alterna- 
tion of seasons, but by events marking the national history. The point of depar- 
ture was Passover. It celebrated the liberation of Isracl from Egyptian slavery. 
That it is celebrated in the spring-tide when nearly all pagan nations kept a 
vernal festival—Easter is much more ancient than Christianity—is a mere coin-

-cidence and not design. The same is the case with Pentecost. It celebrated a 


certain solemn thanksgiving offering in the temple; and when this became 
impracticable, the rabbis, with that sound instinct which guided them in religious 
matters, associated the festival with an event of the utmost importance in Jewish 
history. It was made to commemorate the proclamation of the Ten Command- 
ments on Mount Sinai, of which it was the anniversary. And even Tabernacles, 
although a festive season, occurring as it did after the in-gathering of all crops: 


was detached by the Divine Lawgiver from the season and connected with a 


historical event. Israel was to dwell in tabernacles for seven days in-commemor- 
ation of the huts which served the people as shelter during their wanderings in 
the desert. In the same spirit was the Day of Rémembrance not marking in the 
Bible the New Year, but by rabbinical teaching constituted the herald and forerun- 
ner of the Great Day of Atonement. Itis hardly necessary to add that all other 
solemn seasons devoted to rest, whether of rejoicing or mourning, are connected 
with national events. But even as Passover was the point of departure for all 
other holidays, so it was the principal among them. And as so many and so 
important reminiscences were attached to it, it was but natural: that it should 
have been distinguished by various rites and ordinances, most of which are 
practicable to this day. The most remarkable of these is the removal of every- 
thing leavened from the house for this festival. And here again shows itself the 
tact of the rabbis of old, by the skill and forethought with which the ordinance 
of removing everything leavened from the house was turned to account for most 
praiseworthy, and we may even say holy purposes. If cleanliness is next to 
godliness, no injunction could be so much in the spirit of the Law and so much 
in harmony with the divine precepts in general, as those by the rabbis which 
rendered scouring and scrubbing so necessary for ushering in Passover. Once 
a year at least, even the most wretched hovel, if tenanted by believing soris of 
Isracl, is thoroughly cleansed. As the tiller of the ground in the fable who diligently 
dug and hoed his field in the expectation of finding in it a treasure and was dis- 


appointed in this respect, but yet, on the other hand, was amply rewarded by the | 


abundance of the crop which it produced at harvest time ; so the poor tenant of 
the hovel, while toiling to remove all leaven, in due time finds that even if he 
should not have succceded in unearthing every morsel of bread, he has succeeded 
in routing out of the house all kinds of seeds of contagion, and thus protected it 
from the deadly fever which rages in the neighbouring uncleansed tenements. 
Passover, therefore, is not only the festival commemorating Israel's liberation 
from thraldom, but it may also be termed Isracl’s festival of cleanliness and 
health-giving. Let us, therefore, hail its advent in this threefold capacity. Let 
us celebrate it in rejoicing. Let us imbue ourselves with its significance and 
endeavour to merit the benefits of which its rites are the symbols, and of which 


itself is the glorious commemoration. 


THE FUTURE OF FAITH. 
This is the title of a very interesting article in the March issue of the 


Contemporary Review, by Mr. W. H. Mallock. The article is a string of 
indictments against Protestantism, and of apologies for Roman Catholicism. 
There is, however, much more force in the indictments than in the apologies ; 
and naturally so. For while Roman Catholicism, however absurd, is consistent, 
Protestantism proceeding from the same premises has arbitrarily drawn a line 
of demarkation, saying thus far and no further. Thus Roman Catholicism, 
without any circumlocution, talks of the mother of God, and is not in the least 
shocked by the idea that God, one of whose attributes ie eternity and another 
immateriality, had a mother, for such is the logical deduction from the premises 
that Jesus is the second person in the Deity and at the same time the son of 
Mary. But talk to a Protestant of the mother of God and he will cry out 
blasphemy, although he agrees with the Roman Catholic in the premises 
necessarily involving this logical conclusion. Again, the followers of these two 
great divisions of Christendom agree that it is not only lawfal but even 
meritorious to pray for the living. But to pray for the dead the Protestant will 
tell you it is quite useless, although he believes that the soul substantially 
continues the same whether it animates a human body or has quitted its earthly 
tenement. Another instance. The Protestant the same as the Roman Catholic 
admits that the power to loose and to bind has been ertitrusted by Jvsus to the 
Apostles, but rises up in arms against the doctrine that this power was transmitted 


by the Apostles totheirsuccessors. The Protestantadmits that intercessary power . 


was given by God the Fatlier to God the Son, but cannot believe that for the same 

reason for which the Father graciously listens to the intercession of the Son, the 

Son might also listen to the intercession of the mother, and both of them to 
that of the saints. We might thus run through the whole gamut of 

Christian doctrines. Mr. Mallock had, therefore, no difficult task when he ran 

amuck against Protestantism. And if we step out from speculation into tho 
region of reality, the Protestant meets with equal difficulties in seeking to 
maintain his ground against the Roman Catholics. The latter, in every-day life, 
follows the healthy instincts of human nature with the full encouragement of 
his religion. When he feels that something is wrong in his bodily well-being, 

he goes to his doctor, little caring for the nature of the drugs prescribed so long 

as they produce the desired effect. And if any onslaught is attempted on his 
rights, be they of his property or anything else claimed by him, he goes 
to his lawyer, places the matter into nis hands, leaving the management 

to his attorney. In: this, of course, he follows as much the existing social 

arrangements as his own interest. In tne same way, if he has any doubt in 
spiritual matters or feels diequieted in his conscience, he goes to his priest, who 
is well versed in such things and trained to solve such difficulties, and having 
received an authoritative reply, at once 1ecovers his mental peace. But how 
does the Protestant act when placed in a similar position? No doubt, he acts 
like the Roman Catholic with regard to his doctor and lawyer. But may he also 
follow the example of the Catholic in religious matters? Protestantism forbids. 
With Protestants the Bible, and not human authority, is the highest standard 
and the only canon to be followed. Private judgment, and not that of authority, 
is to guide them. But the Protestant fecls that he understands just as little 
about the Bible and the score of auxiliary sciences necessary for its right 
interpretation, as he does about physics or law. Nay, he may understand more 
about these than theology. No matter. Ile cannot shift his responsibility upon 
his learned minister as he does upon his lawyer. He must resist the natural 
instinct which would drive him to his minister, although he may be aware that 
the very translators of the Bible had but too often to exercise their private 
judgment in the selection of the terms and phraseology by waich they rendered 
the text before them, and were therein guided by interpreters who, in their turn, 
exercised their private judgment, and this, whether the adopted standard text is 
the Anglican version, the Vulgate or the Septuagint. Such is Protestant incon- 
sistency, whether in theory or in practice. No wonder, therefore, if in a logical 
contest with Catholicism it comes off second best. However, we do not feel 
called upon tantas comnonere lites, We refer to this powerful paper for two 
reasons. Our first is, to tell the writer that besides Roman Catholicism there is 
yet another much more ancient religion which ‘can insure the future of faith, 
undoubtedly endangered by Protestanism. This religion is Judaism. It is freo 
from all the weak points rendering Protestantism so vulnerable, and from all 


the aggressions on reason and morality, and all the absurdities which make 


‘Roman Catholicism an impossibility to common sense, progress and the highest 
spirituality. Judaism, no doubt, receives the Bible as a divine book, But it is 
unfettered in its interpretation of it. Its authoritative interpretation, as far as 


received, refers to certain positive injunctions, practices and customs, but leaves — 


the judgment in speculative matters quite free. The most antagonistic philos 


sophical, metaphysical and moral schools may. exist on Jewish ground side by” 


side. The Kabbalist, with his semi-Christian theory, as well as the materialistic 
opponents of Maimonides’ spiritualism, are equally acknowledged by Judaisin as 
faithful sons of the synagogue. The crucl doctrine of Christianity, which no 
one can deprive of its immoral character, according to which the believer 
alone can be saved, is altogether unknown to Judaism. The dogma of the 
atonement, which, in whatever way explained, is as repugnant to reason as it is 
incompatible with any system of ethics, 1s spurned by Judaism, A special priest- 
hood is as unnecessary for him as an infallible pope. He has no received version 
of the Bible. The original is his texius receptus. Why, therefore, should “the 
future of faith ” depend upon the acceptance of Roman Catholicism, and not 
rather upon the acknowledgment of Judaism? We advisedly speak of the 
acknowledgment and not of the acceptance of Judaism. for Judaism, 
as it is, has never been intended for the whole of mankind. What has 
been intended for the whole of mankind are the religious and moral 

verities of which it is the appointed custodian, and the principles which 

underlie it. If these are adopted, those that follow them belong to the 
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pious of the nations of the earth, and have ashare in the world to come, even 
in the opinion of the most rigid rabbis. Here is a religion that embraces all 
mankind, and which promises salvation, not to the believer of certain abstract 
propositions, which, by the very admission of their propounders, are incompre- 
hensible to every human being, but to the virtuous, of whatever race. And this 
Judaism is not touched by any objection raised against “the Biblical account ” 
of the Creation, against prophecy, or any other Biblical coxstituents, as it would 
be difficult to show that any Jewish verity rests upon these impugned texts. 
They are, in fact, all of them matters of interpretation in which the Jew enjoys 
the greatest liberty possible. We are thus led on to the second reason which 
induced us to comment upon the paper in question. In it the orthodox and 
full-blooded believer Mallock admits that, “ Weighed as mere human testimony 
the value of the Gospels becomes doubtful or insignificant. For the miracles of 
Christ, and for his superhuman nature, they can bring no evidence that even 
tends to be satisfactory ; and even his daily works and actions, it seems proba- 
ble, may have been inaccuretely reported, in some cases perhaps invented ; and 


in others supplied by a deceiving memory. When we pass from the Gospels to 


the Epistles a kindred sight presents itse!f. We discern in them the writings of 
men not inspired from above ; but with many disagreements among themselves 
struggling upwards from below, influenced by a variety of existing views and 


- doubtful which of them to assimilate. We discern in them, as we do in other 


writers, the products of their age and of their circumstances. The materials of 
which they form their doctrine we can find in the world around them. And as 
we follow the Church’s further history, and examine her great dogmas as they 
grow more defined and articulate, we shall be able.to trace all of them to a 
natural origin. We shall see how, in part at least, raen conceived the idea of 
the 'I'rinity from the teachings of Greek Mysticism, and how the idea of the 
Atonement was shaped by ideas of Roman Jurisprudence, Everywhere, in fact, 
in the holy building supposed to have come down from God, we discern frag- 
ments of older structures confessedly of earthly workmanship.” What basis to 
rest Christianity upon remains afier these admissions? We cannot help think- 
ing that by these concessions, Mr. Mallock cuts off the ground upon which he 
stands from beneath his own feet. The argument based upon these concessions 
for the necessity of Roman Catholicism which bears testimony to the truthful- 
ness of the gospels, cespite their inadmissibility if “ weighed as mere human 
testimony ” is in reality only a paraphrase of the credo quia absurdum est: 
What would our Christian opponents say if a Jew attempted to defend his reli- 
gion on analogous grounds? Yet there are probably scores of thousands of 


good Christians to whom this kind of argumentation will appear quite satisfac- 


tory, and who wili, nevertheless, talk of Jewish blindness, Jewish carnal- 
mindedness. If ever a paper proved the truth of Judaism it is Mr. Mallock's 
“The Future of Faith.” Protestantism, undoubtedly, carries within itself the 
germs of decay. Roman Catholicism is an impossibility for human intelligence. 
Mahometanism is stagnation. Hindooism is idolatry. Buddhism is nihilism. 
What remains? What else, but Judaism. It is the sheet anchor to which faith 


must cling. It is the lifeboat in which it must take refuge amidst the shipwreck 
of all other creeds, 


MONEY-LENDING, 

Time was when money-lending was the only business open to the 
Jew. Every other kind of trade was cut off from him ; nay, not even dealing 
in old clothes was permitted to him. It was.already a considerable progress, 
and betokened a milder spirit in Christendom, when the Jew was permitted 
to deal in second-hand wares. Now, money, no doubt, is a legitimate article 
of trade, just the same as every other which can be exchanged. But, unfor- 
tunately, money isa articlé by which the exchangeable value of every other 


is estimated, and, therefore, gives its possessor much greater power than any 
other ; and consequently, while, on the one hand, the supply of this need ~ 


is rendered more urgent than that of any other, capital, on the other hand, 
holds out strong temptations to its owner to abuse the power thus possessed 
and enforce terms for the loan of money which are absolutely ruinous, and, there- 
fore, cruel and immoral. The Jew, restricted by law to money-lending, must 
have been constituted quite differently from any other human being, had he 


escaped the temptations the abuse of which the possession of capital placed in his 


power. The Jewish money-lender, consequently, brought upon himself the ill- 
will which is always felt by the debtor when the creditor urges payment, and 
all the odium which is felt agesinst the cruel usurer who mercilessly cnforces 
upon the unfortunate debtor, his victim, the harsh terms on which the advance 
was made. The money-lending business was a great calamity to the medieval 
Jews. Religion not rarely was only the cloak under which the wretched debtor 
sought to rid himself of the exacting creditor. Still, there was every excuse for 
the Jew money-lender. It was dire necessity that drove him to it. He must 
either be a money-lender or a beggar. The Jew committed the wrong and bore 
the conscquences, but it was the Christian who drove him to it. Times have 
happily changed. In our own England at least, every trade, every profession in 
fact, every occupation is open to the Jew the same as to his Christian neighbour. 
A Jew in England, therefore, who makes money-lending his business, does so of 
his own free will, and voluntarily exposes himself to all the temptations which 
his business holds out, and is consequently deserving of all the opprobrium 
which he brings upon his people by the exercise of his avocation. We have 
been led to this train of reflection by an account in a Newcastle paper of a 
suicide committed by a debtor, who was hard pressed by his creditor for 


- payment. The case as reported was this: — 


THE SUICIDE IN NEWCASTLE.— The Coroner held an inquest on the body of Francis Thorburn. 
lodging-house keeper, Who died in the Infirmary from the effects of a large wound in bis throat 
which had been inflicted by himself.—Mary Thorburn, identified the body of the deceased as that of 
her husband, He had contracted a loan with a money-lender named Gallewsxi of Sunderland, and 


had got in arrears with his payments, in consequence of which the bailiffs took possession of the 
house on Tuesday night, and began to remove the furniture. Her husband could not raise the 
money that night, and he asked the bailiffs to wait until Wednesday, but they would not. This 
excited the deceased very much, he appeared to go quite distracted; and she saw him put a gully 
knife into his pocket, and go into the backyard. She caused the knife to be taken away from him.— 
George Shippen Cook deposed to finding the deseased lying in a pool of blood on the kitchen floor 
with his throat cut, and a large knife, covered with blood, beside him.—P.C. Tate said he had dece,. 
sed removed to the Infirmary on Tuesday night. After the deceased cut his throat, the bailiffs took 
the furniture away.—William Marshall Taylor of the Infirmary, said that when the deceased wag 
received into that institution on Tuesday night he had an incised wound about four inches in lengt}; 

extending across the throat just below the jaw. Deceased died from the effects of this wound on 
Wednesday morning.—This was all the evidence taken, and the jury returned the following verdict : 
~-“ That the deceased died from an incised wound in the throat, inflicted by hinself with a knife - 
but there was no satisfactory evidence to show the state of his mind at the time, but he was excited 


noi” seats by his furniture being seized by a money-lender named Gallewski, a Jew, of Sunder.

Unfortunately, not only the creditor but the bailiff, too, was aJew. Now, we do not 
know the terms of the loan. For aught we know, they may not have beer. exacting, 
Nor do we know whether the short delay asked for by the debtor would have 
endangered the creditor's hold of the furniture seized. But this we know, that 
the odium incurred by the Jews of old as usurers has not yet died out. It still 
lingers in the heart of the general population, and the spark of hatred may 
easily be fanned into a flame. The idea of Jewish solidarity is etill alive in the 
mass. The ill-will against an individual is reflected on the whole community, 
In the particular case to which we refer we are assured that the incident has 


created much ill-will, and locally has revived much prejudice against the Jews, | 


Now we ask, what occasion has a Jew in England to have resort to a business 
associated in the public mind with everything that is hateful, and the tendency 
of which, undoubtedly, is to bear cruelly on the victims? ‘There is no excuse 
whatever for a Jew in England to become a professional money-lender. What- 
ever excuse there may be in Poland or Russia, where the Jew is still bitterly 
oppressed, and where his Christian fellow-subject but too often proves his 
persecutor, for a Jew to refuse to acknowledge in his oppressor his neighbour, 
there can be no such pretence in England. England's Jaw protects Jew and 
Christian alike. It knows of no distinction whatever. The English Christian 
is as mueh the Jew's neighbour as is the fellow-Jew. England's Christianity is 
not the Christianity of the Greek Church. England’s Christianity is merciful. 
Charity with it is a reality. It not only has it on its lips, but also in its heart, 
The unqualified condemnation of the whole Jewish community rests on the 
Jewish money-lender. He has no business to select either money-lending or the 
avocation of a bailiff as his. regular occupation. And if he, despite the deep 
censure of the overwhelming majority of his coreligionists, selects this occupa- 
tion; he must not be surprised if he is regarded by them with contempt, by many 


with real disgust, if they regard him as_ the black sheep io the flock, and come ° 


to the conclusion that as he is no particular ornament to his people, the sooner 
they can get rid of him the better. Let him go back to the forests of Jew- 
persecuting Russia instead of abusing the hospitality of humane England.

DISTRIBUTION OF MoTzos TO THE Poor.—The annual distribution of motzos to 
the Jewish poor took place, under the direction of the Overseers’ Committee of the 
United Synagogue, at the Great Synagogue Chambers on Sunday last. The work 
commenced at 8 o'clock a.m., and terminated at 6 o'clock p.m. During this time 
2,700 heads of families were dealt with, and tickets representing 56,000 pounds 
weight of motzos were distributed. Each application was made on a form provided 
for the pu~pose, and submitted to the Board of Guardians for investigation ; the 
allotment on each ticket being made personally by the Overseers. The whole pro- 
ceedings passed off. with the utmost order and propriety, and in marked contrast 
to the riot and discord which prevailed on similar occasions only a few years ago. 
The utmost credit is due to Messrs. Noah Davis and Maurice Hart, the Overseers of 


the Poor of the United Synagogue. for their excellent administration, whereby the | 


communal funds, on the one hand, are protected, and on the other the greatest 
liberality and consideratiou shown for the :equirements of the poor.

Tuoucuts on THE Sasparu.—The history of Sabbath observance is 80 
interesting, that one longs to see it fully written. Little by little the practice 
was rendered odious through the dominant Pagan spirit in the Church, masked 
under the antagonistic names of Jew and Christian. This accounts for the 
bitterness, yea, fierceness of Sunday observers against those who renounced the 
Suuday and kept the Saturday. Why should it have been thought incredible 
for a Christian to keep the Seventh day as the Sabbath of the Lord his God, and 
why treat him as a criminal for so doing? Mr. John James was one upon 
whom the ire of this anti-Christian spirit fell most heavily. fe is supposed to 
have been the first pastor of the Mill Yard church, He was arrested in bis 
pulpit on Sabbath, the 19th of October, 1661, charged with conspiring against 
the king. The real charge should have been that he promoted liberty of 
conscience and non-conformist meetings. He was more harshly treated than 
others, because of his Sabbath views and practice. He was hanged at Tyburne, 
Nov. 26th, 1661; the body was quartered, the heart burned, the quarters were 
aflixed to four gates of London, and the head ‘was placed on London Bridge, but 
afterwards removed by order of the king, and put upon a pole in Whitechapel, 
opposite Bull Stake Alley, where his chapel was siluated.—Sablath Memorial.

BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 


— 


A meeting of the Board of Deputies was held on Tuesday last at the Spanish 
and Portuguese Synagogue Chambers, Bevis Marks. The principal business on 
the agenda for the consideration of the meeting was the following “ Minute of 
terms of agreement recommended at a Conference between Delegates of this 
Board and of the Anglo-Jewish Association, held April 4th, 1878 :"— 

1, That each body shall have a Committee for the purposes hereinafter mentioned, 
to consist of seven Members, 

2. That if the Secretary of either Committee shall inform the Secretary of the 
other Committee that it is proposed to communicate with the British Government 
with reference to the affairs of Jews in Foreign parts, neither Committee shall 
Pe gay with the British Government upon the subject without the consent of 

e other, 

3. The opinion of the Meeting is that no communication should be made on 
behalf of the Parent Body to the British Government, seeking the interference of 
the Government, in reference to the affairs of Jews in Foreign parts, before the two 
Committees shall have met. 


4, A Conference shall then be held of the two Committees to deliberate upon the 
matter in question. 

_ 45, That at such Conference each Committee shall vote separately, and as a dis- 
tinct body, and its decision shall be determined by a majority of votes of the mem- 
bers present, and that in case the two Committees agree as to the course to le 
adopted, they shall, if a representation to the Government be resolved upon, proceed 


- to make such representation in such manner and form as they shall determine. 


(} That should the two Committees, voting separately as aforesaid, be unable 
to agree as to the course to be adopted, the subject shall be referred to the parent 
bodies, but each parent body shall, nevertheless, be at liberty to act separately or 
independently as it may think fit. 

7. That the Presidency of the said Conferences shall be held alternately, for, a 
period of three months, by the respective Presidents of the two bodies ; in the absence 
of the President who should take the chair, the other President shall do so, and if he 
be also absent, the chair shall be taken by a gentleman to be nominated at the 
Conference, 

&. That the Secretarial duties of each Committee shall be performed by the 
Secretary of the parent body of such Committee, and the Secretarial duties (if any) 
which shall be common to the two Committees shall be performed by the two 
Secretaries, in such manner as shall from time to time be agreed upon. 

”, That this Convention shall remain in force for twelve months from the date 
of its adoption, 

As, owing to the Passover Holydays, we went to press at about the time at 
which the meeting was held, we are compelled to deter the publication of our 
report of the proceedings till next week. 


Tae Facrorres and Worxksnors’ Bitt.—This Bill having passed through 
Committee in the House of Lords unamended, the clauses relating to Jews, as 
passed in the House of Commons, will, no doubt, pass into law without alteration. 


Great Synacocue.—On Sabbath last the Rev. Dr. Adler delivered a sermon 
al the Great Synagogue. The Chief Rabbi took his text from Leviticus xiv. 48. 
Ile showed that it was one of the purposes of the Passover to improve the inner 
life of a Jewish household. As the householder is bound to remove all leaven 
from his premises, so he is bound to banish pride—which is a moral leaven— 
from every corner of his heart. One kind of spiritual pride consists in the belief 
that the educated and enlightened need not tulfil the ordinances, which, they 
say, are only intended for the ignorant. This is a plague which spreads to the 
children, who generally follow in the footsteps of their parents. Hence parents 
are enjoined on the two Seder evenings to combine theory and practice, so as to 
teach their children by example and precept to perform the commandments of 
the Lord. ‘Another kind of moral pride arises from setting up Scieuce in oppo- 
sition to Religion; as when the miracles of the Bible are considered mere 
natural phenomena. ‘True Science, the preacher showed, was not opposed to 
Religion, it was her bandmaid. Man's intellect urged him to enquire into the 
works of Nature, but both heart and intellect impelled him to look up to Him 
who is the Creator and Ruler of the world. - 


NorTUWICK COLLEGE.—The annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of 
Northwick College, took place at the King’s Cross Theatre, on Thursday evening last. 
The distribution of the prizes was preceded by an entertainment, which consisted of 
Latin, Hebrew, French, German and English plays,- and practically demonstrated 
the intimate acquaintance of the boys with these languages. Judging from the 
roars of laughter and abundant applause of the crowded audience, we must conclude 
that the results of the various performances were as pleasing to the visitors as they 
were evidently gratifying to the young actors and their dramatic mentors. The 
chief parts were excellently sustained by D, Mendes, L. Mendes, B Langner and E. 
Enriquez, who were admirably supported by a host of young performers. The 
Hebrew play, “Joseph and his Brethren,” which was written by the reverend 
principal, was a masterpiece of simple and expressive eloquence, and loud calls for 
the author greeted the fall of the curtain, with which wish the author, however, did 
not deem it proper to comply. The German play, “Malerei and Prahlerei,” was 
also very favourably received, and abounded with comic situations, The author, Mr. 
E. Dreilsma, one of the teachers, had the honour of being called on the stage. The 
intervals between the various pieces were pleasantly filled up by A. Woolf, J. Inger, 
L. Inger and E. Mosely. At the termination of the entertainment, the annual 
report of the school was read, which was followed by the distribution of the prizes 
by the reverend principal. Hearty cheers from the boys for the Rev. A. P. Mendes 
and the teaching staff, brought the proccecdings to a conclusion.

THE PHARISEES.® 


— 


[FIRST ARTICLE. ] 


The author of “The Deicides” has published a work ranking among the 
more important of our age. It fillsa gap which was deeply felt by all those 
acquainted with the controversy about the Pharisees, especially if they did not 
rest satisfied with the casual references to this sect furnished in the New Testa- 
ment, but extended their inquiries to other, and, as we unhesitatingly say, more 


trustworthy sources, such as those found in the most ancient rabbinical 
literature. 


Indeed, the New Testament has done a great wrong to the memory of these 
earnest and devout men, who have left their mark both upon the religion which 
they professed and that which sprung from it. For there'can be no doubt but 
that the morality of the gospels, which has impregnated Christianity, is such as 
it was shaped by the Pharisaic cast, in which it was moulded before it was taken 
possession of and made their own by Jesus and his immediate disciples. Why 
the Pharisees, the prototypes and spiritual guides of the founder of Christianity, 
and his earliest followers, should be spoken of so disparagingly in the gospels 
' presents a problem which is not so easily solved. We must assume that Jesus 
was unfortunate enough to come into contact with a hypocritical class of Phari- 
gees, who, for base purposes, shammed the prineiples of the popular and greatly 
venerated sect, and who are so loudly condemned in the Talmud. In this case, 
it is greatly to be regretted that no bint should have been given in the gospels 
of the existence of numerous classes of Pharisees—the Talmud describes seven 
of them —some of whom were marked by all characteristics of profound piety 
and gaintliness, while othera were simply impostors, who found it to their 
advantage to emulate the virtues which adorned the genuine Pharisees. As it 
is, they are, to use a homely but an expressive phrase, all tarred with the 
same brush by the evangelists. The consequence is that, in popular parlance, 
throughout Christendom, Pharisee has become synonymous with hypocrite, 
unreasoning stickler and bigot, while in reality the Pharisees were the pro- 
gressionists among the Jews, the reformers and true successors of the prophets, 


the Protestants of the Jewish people, as our author—not very felicitously, we 
believe—calls them. 


All this has been well known to the Jewish theologians of the present 
century, and probably also to the few modern Christian divines who were 
acquainted with the works of these scholars. Still, the subject had not been 
exhaustively treated, and none but Geiger had published any special essay on it. 
The knowledge of the results of their inquiries was confined to a comparatively 
few. What, therefore, was required to do justice to the memory of these much 
misunderstood and much abused Pharisees and to throw light on a portion of 
Jewish ecclesiastical history of no mean importance to the two faiths upon 
which they exercised so great an influence, was a work in which the hints given 
should be followed out, all references to them in ancient, especially contem- 
porary writings, carefully examined and collated, and the conclusions to which 
they lead drawn from them, systematised, placed together, and brought into 
harmony with the history of their period, so as to form a connected logical 
whole. This is what M. Cohen has fully and convincingly done in “ Les 
Pharisiens,” and this too in such attractive language and in so lucid a manner 
that none will rise from the perusal of the two volumes of the work, but he will 
be pleased, instructed and convinced. 


We have in this work a full history of Pharisaism from its rise, in the time 
of the Maccabees, down to the age of the gaonim, when it had absorbed all 
other Jewish sects and become dominant in Judaism, a faithful picture of their 
conflicts with the Sadducees and the sacerdotal order, an account of their 
achievements as patriots, magistrates, teachers and reformers of the principles 
which guided them, and the system of morality which they established. Inci- 
dentally, the whole domain of the secular Jewish history of the period is 
traversed, the points of contact between them and the events of the time 
elucidated, and abundant light thrown on numerous incidents which hitherto 
were obscure. The work, however, does not begin with the period of the 
Maccabees, but ascends the stream of time much higher, the foundation for this 


sect having been laid during the reformation effected by Ezra. With Ezra, 
accordingly, the work begins. 


Such is a very meagre outline of these most valuable two volumes. We 
should, however, hardly do our duty by so important a work, were we to 


content ourselves with so scanty a notice. We will, therefore, enter into a few 
details. 


Having described the circumstances under which a Jewish colony, under 
the leadership of Zerubabel, returned to Palestine to take possession of the 
ancestral patrimony, and delineated the activity aEzra and Nehemiah, our 
author comes to the just conclusion that what these men founded was not a 
State but a Church; and, further, Thus, until Ezra the Law was a revelation 
qui 8 imposait; since Ezra it has been a doctrine qui s’ expose. It no longer 
suffices to believe and obey; it is now especially incumbent to learn and to 
know. To Ezra our author ascribes the formation of the Great Synod, of 
which he says: It was a sort of democratic council, where the representatives 
of the Jewish people were called upon to decide the highest religious and 
| social questions. For the first time the Law instead of -being proclaimed by

of twenty-three centuries this first manifestation of the right of discussion, — 


which was for the world the beginning of the liberty of examination, and for 
Israel the cradle of Pharisaism. 

Out of these debates, in process of time, arose the so-called “Oral Law,” 
the formation of which is thus described by our author: There certainly 
occurred in the history of the Hebrew people what has occurred in that of al! 
the peoples. Outside, the written right, the circumstances, the exigencies of the 
time, the progress of ideas, the labours of the interpreters and the administrators 
of the Law, have necessarily gradually created a jurisprudence, customs and 
traditions, which could not but successively enlarge the strict dispositions of the 
original text. The Council of the Elders, to whom Moses had given an authority 
almost equal to his own, the courts, the popular assemblies, which were held at 
the gates of the cities, all powers which presided over the administration of 
public affairs, which exercised the sovereign right, had frequent occasion to 
introduce into the primitive law, interpretations of a nature to extend the limits 
thereof, or modifications having reference to the events. This legislative and 
doctrinal power has been left in obscurity ia the Biblical records ; but it would 
be necessary to deny all evidence to believe that a people could have had over a 
thousand years an existence so agitated, so fruitful in grave incidents as the © 
Hebrews, without new laws, new practices, new ideas, and new institutions being 
added to the old ones. If history is silent on this point, ancient tradition speaks 
aloud. It cannot be doubted, as affirmed by it, that there existed in Israel 
traditional right resting on the opinions of sages, the sentences of the courts, 
the decisions of the public authorities, and principally on usage. Josephus is 


likewise very clear on the existence of these ancient traditions (Antiq. Book xii, 
ch. xviii.) 


“Sir Paut Pinpan” BenevoLent Society.—The annual general meeting 
of this Society was held on Sunday last at the offices of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, Devonshire Square ; Mr. Marcus Pool, President, in the chair. Tho 
President congratulated the members upon the unabated prosperity and useful- 
ness of the charity. During the present season about £350 had been distributed 
to the poor through the instrumentality of the Society by means of bread and 
coal tickets. Mr. M. Pool was re-elected President; Messrs. J. Magnus and 
Israel Abrahams were re-elected Vice-Presidents ; and Mr. Hy. Levi, Treasurer. 
The Committee was also re-clected. Votes of thanks were passed to the Hono- 
rary Officers and Committee, and the meeting concluded. 


Russian Special Correspondent at Constanti- 
nople of the Standard in giving a lengthy description of many acts of depredation 
and of outrage of a gross nature committed by the Bulgarians against the other 
races mentions an act of confiscation of property belonging to several wealthy 
Turks and Jews committed by Bulgarian gensd’armes. The correspondent also 
relates the following occurrence: A Jew inhabitant of Selymno, who, while 
war was raging, had fled witk other refugees, on returning lately to his native 
town, found his house occupied by a Bulgarian, his warehouse burnt, and the 
store that he had besides broken into and robbed of all its contents. Having 
succeeded in discovering some of the stolen property, he presented himself to 
the Russian Governor to claim the same. He was asked for his passport, and 
some imaginary irregularity beiug found, he was forthwith, and without another 
word of explanation, conducted to prison, where he only succeeded in effecting 
his liberation some sixteen days afterwards, through the intercession of a Bul- 
garian, formerly a labourer, but now raised under the Russians to the Lieu- 
tenancy, who, being debtor to the Jew for a sum of six thousand piastres, 
offered to intercede for him and obtain his liberation, ov condition of the Jew’s 
freeing him from all obligation with respect to his debt, which offer the Jew was 
only too glad to accept. He was hardly, however, set at liberty when he received 
an order to quit the town within two hours. At Steinmache the Greek members 
of the Municipal Direction, established by the Russian authorities (which is 
composed of members chosen from each of the various nationalities forming the 
population of each town), were summarily dismissed by the Bulgarians on the 
ground that they could not speak the Bulgarian language, and Bulgarians were 
appointed in their stead. The Greek community, which is by far the largest, 
has been thus left without representatives. 


Spain.—The literary world will learn with regret that Senor Amador de los 
Rios, author of “ Historia Social Politica y Religiosa de los Judios a Espana y 
Portugal,’ the materials for which he was many years collecting, as well as of 
“ Estudios Historicos Politicos y Literarios sobre los Judios de Espana,”’ is no 


more. He died at Seville, aged sixty. He was professor of Spanish literature 
in the University of Madrid. 


Morocco.—There is a severe drought in Morocco. At Maralesh, Medinch 
and Mellah, a famine rages, and corn is six times the price of last year. So says 
the Spanish Correspondent of the Zimes. Under these circumstances, we are 
afraid we must be prepared for accounts of fresh acts of violence against Jews. 
The savage Moors rendered desperate by starvation, will mercilessly rob and 
murder any wayfaring Jews that may fall into their hands, and the Government 
will probably be powerless to grant protection to the travellers. 


JamAicA.—Mr. Michaels Solomon has been appointed chief magistrate (or 
Custos) of St. Ann’s. According to the local press the appointment has given 


general, satisfaction, and was the occasion of evoking from his fellow-parishioners 


many marks of the esteem and respect entertained for Mr. Solomon. At the 
inaugural banquet his health was proposed in highly complimentary terms. 
The town was decorated, and bis arrival at the Court House and at the place 
where the banquet was held was announced by the firing of guns. 


BuLcariA.—The correspondent of the Cologne Gazette writes from Constan- 
tinople, under date March 18th, that as yet there are 2,800 Jewish refugees, 
mostly from Kezanlik and Eski-Zaghra in that city. A few of them who 
ventured to return to their homes, were ill-received by the Bulgarians and 
imprisoned by them, under the pretence that they had served as spies to the 
Turks, and caused the death of several Bulgarians, in reality, however, to extort 
a ransom from them. Under these circumstances, the refugees do not venture 
to return. M. Veneziani went himself to Adrianople in order to confer with the 
chiefs of the Bulgarians about the Jews, representing to them that as the Bul- 
garians were exclusively an agricultural people, the Jews as traders would prove 
very useful, as they would export the products of the country. The chiefs 
seemed to see the cogency of the argument, and only asked to wait a little while 
until the tremendous excitement of the people should have subsided.

Monday evening last, at the New Synagogue Chambers. . There were racine 
Mr. Sampson Lucas, President, in the chair ; Messrs. H. A. Abrahams, A. Arn- 
holz, J. Bergtheil, A. L. Cohen, L. L. Cohen, E. A. Franklin, 8.

The principal business which occupied the attention of the meeting was a 
Report of the Executive Committee on the reference to them of Counsels’ opinion 
concerning the admission of the North London Synagogue. 

NORTH LONDON SYNAGOGUE. 

Mr. Lionet L. Comen brought up the report of the Executive Committee on 
the reference to them of Counsel’s opinion concerning the admission of the 
North London Synagogue. 

On October 25rd, 1877, the Executive Committee presented a Report to the 
Council, with the correspondence that had passed with the North London 
Synagogue, and between that synagogue and Mr. Levin Lee. In that Report 
the Committee stated “ that they cannot recommend the Council to direct that a 
meeting of the members, under Clause 63 of the Act, be convened till the 
signatures of al/ the Trustees have been obtained.” On the presentation of this 
Report the Council resolved : | 


“That the Honorary Solicitor be and is hereby requested to submit to Couns 
Ho | insel the questions 
which have arisen in Connection with the proposed admission of the North London Synagogue to 
the Union, for his opinion thereon, and in particular, what risk, if any, would be incurred by the 
United Synagogue in admitting the North London Synagogue into the Union, n twithstanding the 
refusal of one of the lessces of the file of that synagogue to undertake to convey the lease to 
Trustees to be nominated by the United Synagogue. That the case be submitted to the Honorary 
Officers for approval, with power to include in the reference any points on which they may think it 
expedient to be advised in connection with the question, and that the Counsel sclected be approved 
by the Honorary Officers. That the consideration of the Report of the Executive Committee 
presented this evening be deferred till after the opinion of Counsel be received.” 
A case was accordingly prepared |y the Honorary Solicitor, considered and 
approved by the Honorary Officers of the Council, and by the North London 
Synagogue. The case was submitted to Mr. Horace Davey, \.C. and to Mr. J. 
. Solomon, the latter of whom had drafted the United Synagogues Act. The 
Counsel are of opinion that no practical risk would be incurred by the United 
Synagogue in admitting, or by the Executive of the North London Synagogue, 
or the members thereof, in causing the admission of the North London Syna- 
gogue, and that the refusal of one of the lessees to enter into the undertaking 
forms no material clement in the estimation of the risk, and the Counsel advises 
that the admission should be proceeded with. 

{t was resolved that the Council agree with the report of the Executive 
Committee, and the usual steps were authorised to be proceeded with for the 
admission of the North London Synagogue witliin the Union.

PosITION OF THE JEWS IN THE Unirep Srares.— Under this title an article 
y the Rev. Dr. Gustav Gottheil appearsin the currentnumberof the North American 
Review. After a brief historical sketch of the vicissitudes of the Jewish people 
since the time of Jeremiah, the writer proceeds to give various statistics relating 
to the Jews in the United States. He estimates the number of Jewa in the 
United States at 500,000. There are about 300 congregations, and 157 institu- 
tions and societies, ‘The number of members of congregations is about 1,600, 
and the value of the property held by these congregations is estimated at about 
eight million dollars. Many of the particulars quoted by the Rev. Dr. Gottheil 
are taken from a recent return compiled by the American Board of Delegates, a 
summary of which was published by us. On a recent occasion, Major Ely, 
neg before a Jewish audience said that having read in a Catholic paper 
at the Jews form 10 per cent. of the population in New York, and contribute 
ess thaa one per cent. to the criminal classes, he was induced to make enquiries, 
and found that out of a total number of 8,000 persons in prisons, asylume, 
workhouses and hospitals, only 33 were Jews. ‘The provident societies or Orders 
form & prominent feature of American Jewish organizations.

It appears that the family 
partook of some pork sausages, with the result that all who eat them were 
affected with trichinw to a most dreadful extent. Indeed, their lives are despaired 
of. Mention is also made in the letter of the extent to which the dietary laws 
are ignored by the Jews in the United States. 


SypNEY.—The annual general meeting of the Sydney Hebrew Philanthropic 
and Orphan Society was held on the 26th January last, Mr. George Myers, 
President, in the chair. The report and balance-sheet were adopted. The 
amount expended during the year 1877 was £690 18s. 9d. The directors state 
that the calls on the society are becoming more numerous, owing principally to 
the arrival of needy and invalid persons from neighbouring colonies. The fol- 
lowing were elected hon. officers for the ensuing year: President, Mr. George 
Myers; Treasure, the Hon, H. E. Cohen, M.P.; Hon. Secretary, Mr. G. L.

Rome.—Signor Depretis shortly before resigning signed a Commercia! 
Treaty with Roumania, in which no mention of personal rights is made, and 
which, consequently, leaves the Italian Jews in Roumania subject to the oppres- 
sion of the authorities in that Principality. The Jews of Rome and other cities 
in Italy, therefore, have presented a memorandum to the Prime Minister, Signor 
Cairoli, which after rehearsing the representations made to Signor Meligari while 
the Treaty was a matter of negotiation, concludes with a request that the present 
Government will not lay the Treaty for approval before Parliament without 
attaching an additional article to the effect that the Italians in Roumania shall 
The deputation received a 
cordial reception from Signor Cairoli, who promised to refer the question to the 
consideration of the Council of Ministers. It remains to be seen whether the 
Parliament, which counts among its 1aembers many Jéws of note and influence, 
will consent to the establishment ia Roumauia of a distinction not made in Italy, 
between one Italian and another.—7Zimes. 


JenvusALEM.—Herr Simon Stampfer, a resident of the Holy City, has sent us 
under date of Purim, a letter which is a true jeremiade, It is a prolonged cry 
of anguish, extorted by the sight of the misery surrounding him, It is a most. 
heartrending account, and most painful to read. Nothing the whole day, he writes, 
but funerals. The weak, the aged, women and children, least able to bear the pangs 
of starvation, with its concomitant sufferings, are being swept away in crowds. 
The synagogues are filled with mourners, Scarcely have they risen from the 
hassocks on which they have passed the daysof the shivah, when another death in 
the family circle summons them to a repetition ofthe observance. Healso describes 
the efforts made by the few who still have some substance, and by the several 
congregations, which have borrowed money at a heavy interest to relieve the 
misery of the multitude, who have parted with every stick in order to buy bread 
with the proceeds, But £90 was all that could be raised in this way, £40 being 

the contributions of individuals, and £50 those of the congregations. ‘The flour 
thus purchased at Jaffa is being retailed to the poor at a penny below the 
market price per pound of flour. But this relief can scarcely touch the evil 
when the starving persons are numbered by the thousand. Herr Stampfer, who 
himself never applies for charity, and is rather among the givers than takers, 
concludes with piteously imploring speedy help.

“THE GREATEST HISTORICAL MARVEL—HOW To 
ACCOUNT FOR: IT.” 


[ SECOND ARTICLE. | - 


The question, “ how came Christianity as a distinctive, doctrinal and 


‘moral system,” we believe, is now sufficiently answered. It grew gradually 


from a sma!l nucleus, layer upon layer, just as a crystal is formed out of a 
central point, It took several centuries before it was completed ; and is, so 
far as Roman Catholicism—the largest section of Christendom—is concern d, 
not yet completed, new dogmas having been added even in our days, After 
this, we know what to think of the lecturer's assertion (p. 13), “ There is no 
room for any theory that they were gradually formed in the Christian 
Church. They appear in the debate of Josting and Tryruo, as they would 
in a modern discussion, and they are found not only in the earliest gospels, 
but in the four epistles of Pau to the Corinthians, Galatians and Rtomans, 
before the year 60 of the Christian era.” There is no proof, according to 
Doctor Davipsoy, that any gospel was known before ‘the year 150, and 


what doctrines Pavt taught in his epistles, even if it were true that he 


taught all, the lecturer's contention would concern us very little, since the 
apostle of the uncircumcision passed for a heretic with the primitive church, 
and his teaching was avowedly subversive of Judaism. No trust can, there- 
fore, be placed in the Jewish cliaracter. of any of his doctrines. 

But, then, “‘ how came the historical character and picture of Jesus 
Curist?” In this section the lecturer expatiates upon the extraordinary 
virtues of Jesus, upon the perfection of the morality taught by him, upon 


the grandeur, albeit gentleness, of his character, the sympathy which he . 


inspired, and the veneration felt for him by the wisest and most intelligent 
of the most enlightened nations on earth, and the impulse given by him for 
the practice of the noblest deeds and highest virtues, and then comes to the 
conclusion that it is much easier to account for the appearance of such a being 


_ by assuming his supernatural origin than to suppose that he was indebted for 
his moral precepts to earthly teachers, or to have evolved them from his inner 


consciousness. The lecturer asks: ‘‘Is not this to a Jewish mind the most 


instructive lesson of the perfection of Jesus, that it avails at length to — 


correct the errors alike of friends and foes, and that every great advance in 
mercy and in humility, as in truth and righteousness, is connected with. 
His name?” Now, we might admit all these premises laid down by the 
lecturer. Indeed, we have no wish to detract from the excellencies yindi- 
cated for Jesus by the Prorgssor, and yet deny him the supernatural 
origin claimed for him, Every moral precept taught by Jesus can be 
traced back, and, in fact, has been traced back, by numerous authors, 
both Jews and Gentiles, to sources which flowed long before him. The 
Law, the prophets and the doctors of the Talmud enjoined an ethical 
code as sublime as that which shines forth in the gospels, and many 
rabbis not only taught, but practised the virtues which so eminently 
distinguished Jesus. His merit simply consisted in having acknow- 
ledged their worth and gathered them all up in his person, just as a 
lens absorbs all the rays that fall upon it, and concentrates them in one 
point, As one born after Hitien, and the illustrious predecessors of this 
great sage, the work of elaborating these excellencies and evolving them 
from his innermost being had been spared him. The task had been per- 
formed for him by men of preceding generations, 

It might be asked how could a simple Galilean handicraftsman, far 
away from the centre of Judean intelligence, who never attended any of the 
existing academies, have become acquainted with all this wisdom? We 
might reply that we are not concerned in answering this question. It suf- 


fices for our purpose to show that the source whence he might have derived — 
. this knowledge did exist, and was not beyond his reach, and of the two 
hypotheses propounded to account for the rare spirituality of Jesus, common 
Sense unhesitatingly prefers that which explains the phenomenon by natural 
means, although we might net be able to trace the channel through whieh | 


the wisdom in question reached him, to the other which does not attempt to 
untie the knot, but cuts it by having recourse at once to supernatural 
agencies. In reality, however, traces of the channel through which his 
superior knowledge may have reached him are discernible. We know 
that long before the time of Jesvs, through the exertions of the 
Synedrion, under Simoy, son of Snetacu, schools were established 
throughout the land of Isrart. An extraordinary impetus was 
given to popular education, by which Jesus clearly profited, as is 
evident from the invitation given him, when on Sabbath visiting the 
Synagogue, to read the Scriptures and expound them, and that, as a matter 
of fact, he complied with the invitation. Now, this was an accomplish- 
ment which deserves notice; for reading a text which was not in his mother’s 
tongue—it must be borne in mind that a Syrian dialect was then the 
vernacular in Palestine—and that, too, a text without vowels—the vowel 
points were invented at a much later period—in which there were no stops, 


and the words not divided from each other, as in our days, was a task which 


only a very learned man, well versed in these writings, could perform satis- 
factorily. Moreover, as the parents of Jesus, as well as he himself, were 
very devout, they, no doubt, obeyed the injunctions of the Law, which 
ordered all males three times a year, at the approach of the great festivals, 
to visit the Holy City. On these occasions, Jesus had excellent opportu- 
nities for coming into contact with the best and noblest of his race, and for 
attending the expositions and spiritual ministrations of the most virtuous 
and distinguished teachers of his people, who daily met in a certain hall of 
the temple for the edification and instruction of the general public. And 
who can doubt but that his most susceptible, pious and enthusiastic mind 
turned these opportunities to an excellent account, and im! ibed there those 
uimirable moral lessons which he afterwards inculeated with so much power 
and unction upon his followers? As a matter of fact, we know from the 
gospel that when only twelve years old he accompanied his parents in one 
of these visits to the Holy City and delighted in listening to the teaching of 
‘the most eminent doctors. 


And if it be a fact, as the lecturer maintains, that “every great 
advance in mercy and humanity, as in truth aud righteousness, is connected 
with His name,’ it redounds as much to the credit of those who were his 
teachers as to his own, the agent, and we might even admit that he was a 
heaven-appointed agent, as-Maimonripgs distinctly states, through whom the 
lessons imparted to him were in time spread beyond the immediate circle to 
which they were originally confined, To tell us that “the impression made 
by Cunist’s personal character, as revealed and standing unchallengeable 
in history is something altogether unique,” is simply an exaggeration. The 
impression made by Jesvs’s. personal character was in his life-time very 
limited. The impression only deepened and spread long after his death, 
and was the consequence of the accounts given of him in writings of which 
we do not know how much of them is true, and how much is legendary, or 
magnified, since stories,as well known, never lose by repetition. “Socrates 
among the Greeks, Moses among the Hebrews ’’ may have drawn forth no 
such tributes, and may not have been surrounded with so much wide and 
ever-growing veneration, But Conrucivs has, so has Sackxya Mont, and 
so has Mauomet, each among the followers of the respective religions 
founded by him. ‘The conclusion, therefore, that this impression and this 
veneration betoken a greatness constituted by divine proportions must be 
abandoned, | 

We have now arrived at the third question, ‘“ How came the historical 


success, prevalence and: influence of Christianity ’?. Of course, the lecturer’s 


answer is, by special divine providence. Christianity, therefore, must be 
truth, since the Gop of Truth would never have allowed a falsehood to strike 
such a deep root in the human race, The Jew, therefore, in refusing to 
accept Christianity resists truth, and therefore is guilty. The only fault 
which we have to find with this line of reasoning is that it simply assumes 
what is to be proved. Is it true that Christianity is such an historical 
success, and its prevalence and influence so beneficiai? The statement 
would be well founded if what we now call Christianity, and which is 
professed’ by so many intelligent and powerful nations, were really the 
religion taught by Jesus and his Apostles, and preached by the primitive 
Church. Bat the religion professed in our days by Christendom under this name 
is in reality paganism revived, compounded with Jewish morality. It is not 
Christianity that has overcome paganism, but paganism Christianity. True, 
it is not the gross paganism of ancient heathenism. It is an eclectic 
paganism, but paganism forall that, Take, for instance, the Athanasian creed 
and go through its contents, article by article, and try to trace them to Moses 
and the Prophets, and you will find that you do not succeed, at least not by any 
method acknowledged by the canons of sound criticism bronght to bear upon 
the classics or any other ancient writings, when obscurities have to be cleared 

up and diflicult constructions to be explained, There has been within the 

current century hardly an eminent hebraist but he has acknowledged the 


jusufficiency, if not inadmissibility, of the methed employed by Cliristian 
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divines for educing from the Hebrew Scriptures the dogmas held by 
Christendom. But, on the other hand, no difficulty is experienced by those 
sufficiently versed in the religious and- philosopical speculations of antiquity 
in tracing back each doctrine to some pagan prototype or analagon, We 
need not enter into details, but simply refer our readers to our quotations 
from the work of Gissowx, and to what we said in our last about the religion 
of the ancient Egyptians, And yet, despite the large concessions made to 
Paganism, it took Christianity three centuries before it came to power, and 
then only under an extraordinary concurrence of circumstances far from 
being creditable to the new religion, Compare with this progress that of 
Mahometanism, which, within less than a century from its insignificant 
beginning, spread over a large portion of Asia and Africa, occupied mighty 
thrones at Bagdad and Cordova, besides the numerous sultanats dotted all 
over these quarters of the globe. : 

True, that many conversions were effected by Islam at the point of the 
sword. But Christianity, too, did not quite shun violence when souls were 
to be saved. Besides, the very success of the Mahometan arms, upon the 
showing of the lecturer, would prove the divine origin of Islam; for how 
could divine Providence have allowed these arms to prosper and to lead so 
many nations to perdition unless Islam were truth and Mahomet a real 
messenger of Gop. Moredéver, if historical success, prevalence and influence 
can establish the truthfulness of a religion, the palm must be awarded not to 
Christianity but to Buddhism, the professors of which are much more 
numerous than the Christians which has prevailed for'a much longer period 
than Christianity, and the influence of which on its followers is certainly not 
inferior to that of the religion of Jesus over its professors, 


“CAN JEWS BE PATRIOTS?” 
The following is the concluding portion of the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler's 


article in the current number of the Nineteenth Century in reply to the attacks 
upon Jews and Judaisin by Prof. Goldwin Smith :— 


There now remains the gravest charge of all to be dealt with, that genuine 
Jews cannot be patriots, “ Their only country is their race, whith is one with 
their religion.” “ Alles schon da gewesen,” says the Rabbi in Gutzkow's “ Uriel 
Acosta.”’ It is not the first time that this cruel accusation has been preferred 
against us. We have heard it before from the lips of Haman, when he said 
“There is a certain people scattered abroad and dispersed among the people in 
all the provinces of ‘thy kingdom ; and their laws are diverse from all people ; 
neither keep they the king’s laws; therefore it is not for the king’s prolit to 
suffer them.”’ | 

Granted that eighteen hundred years ago our ancestors dwelt amid the vine- 
clad hills of Judma, is that any reavon whiy we should be less solicitous for the 
glory and interest of the empire we now inhabit? True, we still cbey certain 
religious ordinances commanded by our Law; we still practise “ an oriental and 
primeval rite.” Can Mr. Goldwin Smith show in what manner it prevents us 
With as much right he can assert that they who 
have substituted adult for infant baptism cannot be patriots. He surely cannot 
wish to set up the monstrous doctrine, that only they who belong to the Estab- 
lished Church can be imbued with love of their country. He surely cannot 
desire to push his proposition to its logical conclusion, and to brand Nonconfor- 
mists and Roman Catholics as deficient, if not altogether lacking, in patriotism. 

Or does the Professor mean to assert. that the sacred Books, from which the 
Jewish religion is derived, fail to inculcate the virtue of patriotism ? There are 
no grounds whatever for such a supposition, There was a time when Israel was 
carried away captive into Babylon, with its king, its priests and its prophets, its 
officers and artisans. Theu there were some among the people—Jeremiah calls 
them dreamers and diviners—who were anxious to prevent the people from 
becoming too deeply attached to the country of their adoption, as they were not. 
to abide there for more than seventy years. But the prophet sent them the 
missive, “‘ Serve the king of Babylon, and live.” Build ye houses, and dwell 
in them ; and plant gardens, and eat the fruit of them. And seek the welfare 
of the city whither I have caused you to be carried away captives, and pray unto 
the Lord for it ; for in the peace thereof shall ye have peace.”’ And the counsel 
here given has ever since regulated our course of action. From the time of the 
Second Temple, where, as we are told by Philo and Josephus, sacrifices were 
otfered twice every day for Casar and the Roman people, to this day, prayers 
ascend from every synagogue throughout the globe for the prosperity of the 
country in which the Jew may dwell, and for the welfare of his sovereign. 

And we have proved by our actions that our prayers were not mere vain lip- 
service. Whenever and wherever the members of this “ exelusive race’ were 
permitted to oczupy responsible posts in the administration of their country, 
they devoted their energies loyally and zealously to discharge their functions for 
the welfare of the state and the ruler they served, We see them faithful to the 
traditions of their race; we see them treading in the footsteps of Joseph, who 
was called tlie “ Saviour of the World” by the grateful Egyptian people. We 
see them following the example of Daniel and his colleagues, of Mordecai, Ezra, 
and Nehemiah, who served non-Jewish kings with willing allegiance. .We read 
in history that some of the most faithful diplomatic envoys of Charlemagne 
were Jews. Many of those men who by their writings have shed lustre on 
Hebrew literature were wise statesmen, ministers for foreign affairs and minis- 
ters of finance, who brought prosperity and renown to the countries they served. 
Rabbi Chisdai ibn Shaprut was the trusted counsellor of the Khalif Abdul- 
Rahman the Third. For nearly thirty years did Samuel ibn Nagrela conduct the 
diplomatic and military affairs of the kingdom of Granada. His biographer says 
of him that with equal devotion he served the state, science, his religion and his 
race—separate interests, each of which had its own claims upon him. In addi- 
tion to these could be named Don Isaac Abravanel, Don Joseph, Prince of 
Naxos, and a long list of illustrious statesmen. It could further be easily shown 
that devoted loyalty was evinced not merely by a few exceptional men who, it 
might be argued, rose superior to the prejudices of their race, but by the bulk of 


Jewish population, 


In the declaration to the Commonwealth of England by Manasseh Ben Israel, 
recently published in the Miscellany of Hebrew Literature, many an historical 


illustration is given of the steadfast faithfulness of the Jewish people as subjects 
One example may suffice :— : 


In Spain, the Jews of Burgos, as the chronicles do declare, most gen 
showed the same fidelity in the time of Don Henry, who, having killed his prothes 
the king, Don Pedro, made himself lord of all his kingdoms, and brought under his 
obedience all the grandees and people of Spain. Only the Jews of Burgos denied to 
obey him, and fortified themselves within the city, saying, that God would never 
have it that they should deny obedience to their natural lord, Don Pedro, or to his 
rightful successors—a constancy that the prudent king, Don Henry, very much 
esteemed of, saying, that such vassals as those were, by kings and great men, worthy 
of much account, seeing they held greater respect to the fidelity they owed to their 
king, although conquered and dead, than to the present fortune of the conqueror, 
And a while after, receiving very honourable conditions, they gave themselves over. 


It is but rarely that Jews have been permitted the opportunity of fighting 
for their country, but whenever they have been allowed to enter the lists, they 
have proved that the yellow badge of degradation and contumely had not alto- 
gether quenched the soul of manhood within them, that they were not unworthy 
descendants of the Maccabean’ heroes who cast off the yoke of the Syrian king, 
An imperial Austriav standard is to this day suspended in the Alt neu Schule at 
Prague, one of the oldest synagogues in Europe—a standard presented to the 
inhabitants of the Judenstadt by the Emperor Ferdinand the Third in recognition 


of the valour they had displayed in keeping at bay the Swedish besiegers in the 
year 1648. 


During the present century until very recently Jews were not permitted to 
enter miliiary service. Now that they have been admitted, have they proved 
themselves cowards or traitors on the day of battle ? “ Patriots they cannot be,” 
says Professor Goldwin Smith. Is it just to cast this opprobrium upon the Jews 
of Germany who but lately shed their life’s blood in defence of their Fatherland ? 
Is this insult deserved by the brave Jews of France who rallied with equal 
alacrity under the banner of the Empire and the Republic when the safety of 
their country was imperilled? The Iron Cross and the badge of the Legion of 
Honour which decorate the breast of many a valiant Jew of Germany and France 
prove how confidently a state may reckon upon its Jewish sons in the hour of 
danger. Nay, even the poor downtrodden Jews of Roumania volunteered in large 
numbers to serve in the national army, and fought patriotically at the side of 
their oppressors, in the war with Turkey just ended. 


And in this dear England of ours have we Jews ever been guilty of an . 
offence that could deserve the stigma of the Professor? Have the Jewish 
members of Parliament shown that “they cannot really share the political life of 
a European nation”? Have Jewish magistrates, has a Jewish Master of the 
Rolls, discharged judicial and magisterial functions less faithfully than their 
Christian fellow-citizens? When the cry of the famine-stricken indwellers of 
India reachcd our shores, did the members of this “ exclusive race ” hold back 
their hand? When the Heir-Apparent was laid low by disease, did the Jews 
fail to send up their fervent prayers on high? Did not the Primate in that 
memorable thanksgiving service at the Metropolitan. Cathedral state in his 
sermon, “ None were more hearty iv their prayers than God’s ancieut people ” ? 


It is quite true that we Jews feel ourselves bound by the ties cf religion 
with our brethren in foreign lands. It is quite true that when we hear that they 
are oppressed and persecuted we seck to do what isin our power to mitigate 
their sufferings. Weinvoke the powerful help of the British Government that 
is ever ready to lift up its voice on behalf of persecuted humanity. But does 
this feeling of kinship militate against the loyalty we owe our country ? Are 
those Christians less loyal citizens of England who have pleaded for the better 
government of their coreligionists in Bulgaria? Inasmuch as we are Koglish- 
men, it behoves us to sympathise with the oppressed throughout the globe. We 
never prove ourselves better Englisnmen than when we plead on behalf of 
humanity and justice, and in the name of civil and religious freedom. | 


I am aware that I have left one loophole to the Professor. He may say, 
“Granted then that you are patriots, but then you are not genuine Jews.” 
Genuine Jews perhaps not, according to the distorted conceptions of an Kisen- 
menger, a Chiarini, or a Billroth. . 1, however, deny the right of an historian to 
first set up the travesty of a Jew and then to say, “ This is a Jew, and he who 
does not resemble him is not a genuine Jew.” And 80, conscious of my own 
Judaism, 1 distinctly refuse the Professor the right to deny me the appellation 
of genuine Jew. 


An old Talmudic adage has it that it is the function of the scholar to plant 
peace and goodwill upon earth. It should, in truth, be his mission to extirpate 
prejudice and to banish sectarian hatred. Is it not then to be deplored that 
a teacher of history should have lent the weight of his name to perpetuate

In doing so, be stated that 
in his opinion it was a good sign that Jews joined with their fellow-countrymen 
in works of phiianthropy and benevolence, and he was glad to hear that the 
community already had its lifeboat on the English coast. ‘The vote was carried 
amid loud applause, and Mr. Lewis having replied, a cordial vote of thanks to 
the chair, moved by Mr. Herbert Bentwitch, L.L.B, concluded the very successful 
proceedings.

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MATHEMATICS AND ASTRONOMY IN THE TALMUD. 


A PAPER READ BY DR. FRIEDLANDER AT A MEETING FOR THE STUDY OF HEBREW 
LITERATURE, WEDNESDAY, 10rn, 1878. 
I may fairly assume that you are prepared to accompany me in an expedi- 
tionary voyage over the Ocean of the Talmud, over the 3y30nNn O°, as many call 
it, in order to examine it, and to search for interesting specimens of mathematical 
and astronomical work of bygone ages. Are we sure to find such specimens in 
this Ocean? The Taliiua is perhaps not the place into which Mathematics and 
Astronomy would venture themselves? If such doubts are entertained by you, 
they will, I hope, not enjoy a long existence. For there is every reason to 
believe that the result of our exploration will be satisfactory. In the first 
instance, we cannot imagine that Mathematics and Astronomy, which however 
confusing and dry to many students, never fail to attract the great thinkers of 
the age, should not have been included in the curriculum of the studies of the 
Talmudical authoritics. In addition to this the Pentateuch contains laws which 
are intimately connected with numbering, measuring and well-observing the 
heavenly phenomena ; I need only remind you that in relation to the suburbs 
and commons which were to be added to the cities of the Levites, it is said 
(Numb. xxxv. 5): “ And ye shall measure outside the ety to the east 2,000 
cubits,” &c.; in relation to the case that a murder be discovered, the murderer 
being unknown: “ And they shall measure unto the cities which are round the 
slain’ (Deut. xxi. 2); when property was redeemed, it was enjoined (Ley, 
xxv. 50) “ And he shall reckon with him that bought it,” &c; it is therefore 
probable that in the Gemarah, the exposition of those laws, mention is made of 
some mathematical proposition or problem, 

If we put the question directly to the authors of the work before us, asking 
what they thought of these studies, we receive the reply which we just expect. 
Without even opening the Gemarah itself, by referring to the daily prayer-book, we 
see what importance our Sages attributed to Mathematics. R. Eleazar ben Chisina 
said : .“ The two treatises, Kinnim and Niddah, are full of most important hala- 
choth, Astronomy and Mathematics are peculiar® to Wisdom” ( Aboth iii. 23). “Wis- 
dom ” and “ Law” 753M and A590, though distinguished from each other, as two 
separate spheres, for spiritual work, have many points of contact,+ they are comple- 
mentary to each other; for the understanding of the AD>h general knowledge 
is in many cases indispensable. In the Treatise Shabbath (75a), the opinions of 
three authorities are recorded ; Rab. says: “If a person is able to study Astro- 
nomy,and does not study, le is not worthy to be the subject of our conversation.’» 
R. Joshua ben Levi applies to such a person the following words of the Prophet : 
“The work of the Lord they do not regard, neither do they consider the operation of 
His Hand” (Is. v.12). KR. Johanan says : “From which passage of the Bible can it 
be deduced, that it is incumbent upon every one of us to consider and to study 
the phenomena of the heavenly bodies? The Law says: ‘ Keep, therefore, 
and do them, for this is your wisdom and your understanding in the sight of the 
nations’ (Deut. iv. 6); now what science and wisdom is open before the eyes of 
all nations? Astronomy.” It is not impossible that R. Jochanan wished by 
these words to imply that inscience, even when applied in the practice of religious 


duties, we might employ non-Israelites as our teachers, whom we know to have. 


devoted more time and energy to that special branch, or to have been more suc- 
cessful in their researches. This doctrine is besides plainly taught in the Gemarah 
(ibid.). “Rab’s dictum ‘He who learns anything from a magician, does not 
deserve to live’ can only apply to him who follows in practice the teachings 
of the magicians ; but no one can rightly be opposed to obtaining useful knowledge 
even from a magician.” No branch of truesecular knowledge was ever branded in 
the Talmud. It is true, we are several times warned against useless or dangerous 
speculative philosophy; and in certain circumstances, for political reasona, 
the study of Greek was denounced as opposed to the safety and the peace of 
the country. But even then many exceptions were made, the most noteworthy of 
which is : “Our daughters may take leesons in Greek, for it is an ornament to 
them.” (Talm. Jerush. i. 1). Qur Sages were, as a rule, so far from discouraging 
the study of science, that in some respects they privileged it even more than 
the study of the Torah and the Mishnah. For certain duties which the child 
owes to his parent, the pupil owes to his teacher; in the case that the father 
takes no personal part in the education of the child, the teacher has more claim 
upon the regard of the child than the father; but this only applied to “the 
teacher who tanght wisdom,” not to the teacher who taught exclusively Torah 
and Mishnah (Baba Meziah 33). 

We are, therefore, convinced that the study of Mathematics and Astronomy 
was next to the “ Talmud Torah,” the most favoured study, and that cur Sages 
considered it even a religious practice (7)¥), and we may justly expect that the 
object of ourexpedition will be attained. We must, however, not be too sanguine in 
our hopes, and this for two reasons, First, Between the commencement of the 
Talmud and the present time there lies a space of more than two thousand 
years ; since its conclusion nearly fifteen centuries have elapsed. Mathematics 
and Astronomy have not remained stationary during that period. Secondly, the 
Talmud is not a textbook for the study of Mathematics or Astronomy ; its main 
purpose is the exposition of the Law; other subjects are occasionally introduced, 
_ but they are generally in some way connected with the principal object of the 
Talmud. We can, therefore, not expect to find a systematic exposition of 
Propositions with their regular proofs ; but we may perceive such traces of them, 
a8 leave no doubt, that they were thoroughly known and understood by those who 


applied them. In dealing with the passages of the Talmad which imply —

knowledge of Mathematics and Astronomy, we shall direct our attention first (o 
Mathematics, that is, Arithmetic and Geometry, and then to Astronomy. 
MATHEMATICS. 

This subject has been, I may say, fully treated by Dr. B. Znckerman, in his 
essay, “‘Das Mathematische im Talmud,” published in this year's Report of the 
Breslau Seminary. I need hardly remind you that this science was in the Talmudi- 
cal period, still in its infancy ; Algebra did not yet exist ; Logarithms were not yet 
known ; Arithmetic had as yet made very little progress, probably on account of 
the clumsy way of notation. The Arabian numbers were introduced into Spain in 
the beginuing of the 11th century. Geometry had advanced more successfully ; 
the names of Pythagoras, Euclid, Archimedes, Diophantes are well known. 
Whether the Jews were original or not can neither be asserted nor denied 


. with certainty. Books on Mathematics were composed and did exist, but are 


at present not extant. The Middoth Dirabbi Nathan, or The 40 rules (Ay%9), 
are frequently referred to in earlier works. A Mishnah of the 49 Middoth in... 
chapters was edited by Dr. Steinschiucider (Berlin, 1864) ; and it is not impossi- 
ble that parts of it date from the period of the Mishnah.© We may, nevertle- 
lese, assume that the Greeks were the mathematical teachers of the Jews. Hence 
the frequent employment of the Greek gamma, chi, &c., to indicate certain 
figures; the use of the Greek trigon, tetragon, &c., not only in the sense of 
triangle, quadrilateral, &c., but also in the sense of threefold, fourfold, &c. ; 
therefore, also digon, in the sense of “ twofold.” 

There is no trace to be found in the Talmud of the method applied in the 
teaching of Arithmetic or Geometry, although it must have occupied a prominent 
part in the curriculum of the studies. The two terms which express the two 
fundamental operatiors of the two disciplines, “to count” and “ to measure,” 
appear to have become most important in the literature of the Hebrew people ; 
from the former we derive the words 150, ‘‘ book,” and Op", “ the Scribes,” —the 
teachers “who counted” the letters of the Torah—from the other, ny 
“ character,” “education.” Thus Rabbi says: “ When I went to R. Eleazar to 
finish my education” (‘MID NM yon>. Menachoth,18a), The study of Mathe- 
matics was favoured to such an extent, that while it was considered a profana- 
tion of the Sabbath to read or reckon out business accounts (Comp. Semiroth for 
Sabbath, PDA), the solution of problems merely for the 
sake of mathematical exercise seems to have been permitted; these are the 
323 A owmMnsaew’N which had the exceptional privilege (Shabboth 15a). The 
problems commenced with the formula 432 41, “ what would be the result 
in the following caee ?” 

. What symbols of notation were then employed by the Jews? Probably 
the Hebrew alphabet, which has the same advantage and disadvantage as the 
Greek alphabet ; but there can be no doubt, that the Greek letters were at least 
equally. in use, as their names frequently oceur in the Talmud. The Indian system 


of notation was not altogether unknown ; it is mentioned in the Treatise Becho- 


roth (60a). In giving the tithe of the cattle, the owner counted the animals one 
by one (QO3Y ANN WNY¥ Vy), the tenth was marked as holy, concerning which 
the rule was in force, “ he shall not change it” (Lev. xxvii. 33). Certain rules 
were laid down for the case that the owner made a mistake in counting. One 
of these rules is: if he counted, 7, 8, 9,1, instead of 7, 8, ¥, 10, he made no 
mistake ; because in the Persian system of numeration 10 is called 1. It is 
noteworthy that the system is not called Arabian or Indian, but Persian, ANDI ; 


it is generally assumed that it has been introduced into Persia under the reign 


of Almanzor (760) ; but some Persians might have known it before that time, 
and Raba, who made this remark, learnt it probably from a Persian. 

The problems solved in the Talmud are all of an elementary character, 
especially for us, who have the advantage of a convenient mode of notation. 
Nevertheless, even in our days we notice that these passages in the Talmud 
which contaim some arithmetic computation, are generally passed over by the 
Talmudical scholar, who is frightened by the lengthy explanations in the Com- 
mentaries. It is remarkable, that even in the text of the Talmud traces may be 


- found which show that succeeding generations had great difficulty in discover- 


ing how their predecessors arrived at certain results by arithmetic computation : 
Talmud Yerushalmi, Demai, 7, 6: ‘He who wishes to give the tithe of a basket 
of fruits, reckons for every single one he intends to use, + 4 of 3, together 
19 (scil. 81st), that is 10 (81st) the first tithe for the Levite, and 9 (81st) the 
second tithe,” and says : “19 (81st) which I separate, are the first tithe, and the 
second due of these things.” R. Seira thereupon exclaims: “ Words of wise 


men and their dark sayings.” The denominator 81, after 19, 10, 9 being supplied, 


as we did, in the translation of the passage, all is clear. Of 100 parts ten belonged to 
the Levite as the fist tithe, of the remaining 90, the tenth part 9 was separated 
as the second tithe, to be consume? in Jerusalem ; altogether, of 100 parts, 81 
remained to be used by the owner, while 19 were separated ; we have thus the pro- 
portion: 81:19=1 or 81: 1951: t£=100:23 $+%°, 
can hardly believe that It. Seira did not comprehend this rule, and should rather 
suggest that his surprise was excited through the omission of the denominator. 
Still more striking is the remark of R. Abahu in Yerushalmi Terumoth 6, 5, 
concerning some remark of Hezekiah: “We were constantly groping about to 
find the explanation of this statement of Hezekiah like the staff of the blind, 
till at last we found it by Arithmetic” (S"90D3 Pawn jD); the explanation which 
R. Abahu found, is communicated, and the commentators seem to find them 


 gelves after this explanation in greater perplexity than before ft Copyists and 


printers contributed their share to render such passages less intelligible, and to 


make it necessary for commentators to write lengthy and far-fetched notes.

THE CHILD OF TRENT. 

Passover, from the very nature of the events it celebrates, is a very happy 
festival for the Jewish people. And so it was for many centuries, until gore 
spite found meane to saddle the Jews with the commission of a crime with which 
paganiem originally charged Christianity. Passover was the classical period for 
the renewal of the so-called blood accusations, and rivers of Jewish blood were shed 
in consequence of this charge. The time for these accusations is happily gone by 


jn Western Europe. No English judge would for a moment listen to such acharse. 


Bot, unfortunately, Christianity, in Northern and Eastern Europe, has not yet been 
able to shake itself free from this prejudice. In Russia and Po!and, mobs can still 
become excited by rumours of such imaginary crimes, and courts are stil! ready 
to listen to such charges. While thanking God that in our country, at least, 
such a charge is an impossibility, it will not be amiss amidst our rejoicing to 
remember in sympathy the suffering which our forefathers had to bear in 
consequence of such charges. We, therefore, copy from the Jewish Intelligence 
a brief account of one of the most notorious and best authenticated charges of 
this kind recorded in the pages of history : 


“The history of the child of Trent is as follows: Trent, situated on the river 
Etsh, in the Tyrol, is famous for its antique buildings and magnificent churches, 
The red-marbled, gigantic old church ‘ Santa-Maria Maggiore,’ where all the pictures 
of the members who attended the ‘ Council of Trent’ (1515) are preserved, was an 
object of admiration to every tourist who visited Trent. Seventy years* previous to 
that renowned council, this tewn, on the borders of Italy, was the place where the 
greatest crime Roman fanaticism ever committed on the children of Israel was 
devised and executed ; the remembrance of which is enough to make one shudder in 
heart and soul. At the beginning of the fifteenth century, many Italian and Ger- 
man Jews lived in Trent; and in the year 1475 (the year of our narrative) the 
Jewish population is stated to have increased to about several hundred families, 
They had their own synagogue, school, rabbi, chazan and shochet.. The Jews were 
generally respected, and some of them in high social position. The Jewish physician 
Tobias, the Jewess Brunetta,t and Isserlin, the Jewish banker, were persons known 
and respected by the citizens of Trent. Count Terlaga-Tabarelli had a Jew as cus- 
todian of his extensive library and large picture gallery. Another Jew was head 
manager of the estates belonging to the rich Roman family Zambelli: and many 
more Jews occupied high positions in public and privaie life. The welfare of a hated 
and despised race kindled the fierce anger in the friars of the Francisan monastery 
of the town. Especially the monk Bernardinus de Feltre did not rest until he had. 
invented a plan for a dialectic crusade against the Jews in Trent and the Tyrol. He 
imitated the example of his fellow-monk, the then long-deceased Capistrano, (who 
was known for his hatred to the Jews), in going from place to place preaching 
against the Jews, and challengixg the peasantry to rise against the murderers of 
their Saviour. But his oratorical endeavours seemed to be all in vain. The country 
people knew nothing at all about the Jews, and the town folks knew nothing bad of 
them, Dernardinus, therefore, dropped his adopted method, and, driven to mad 
zealotry, he predicted in one of his sermons thus : ‘ Before Easter is passed, the Jews 
will be no more?’ Shortly after that speech, on the 23rd of March, 1475, a Christian 
child named Simon was found dead on the borders of the Etch, just opposite the 
house in which the Jewish cantor (chazan) lived. A vagabond by the name of Enzo 
was the finder of tie child, who immediately ran to the Bishop to tell of the event. 
John Hinderbach,t Bishop of Trent, despatched his two chaplains (John de Salis and 
Jacobus de Spero) to the spot where the dead boy was found, who instantly ordered 
the dead child to be brought into the episcopal court. An inquisition was soon 
organized, and the result stated that the child was wilfully murdered and its blood 
drawn off. Bernardinus, and the other inmates of the Franciscan convent, challenged 
the mob to take hold of the Jews, ‘ who,’ he said, ‘ were the murderers of the child ; 
‘since,’ he declared, ‘it was the Jewish custom to use a Christian's blood on the eve 
of their Passover.’ Although the Bishop resisted the monks and their fanatic 
adherents in their pursuits, yet at last he was obliged to give way to the enraged 
multitude. The corpse-was taken away from the episcopal palace, and transferred 
to the church annexed to the Franciscan monastery, when it was exhibited for public 
show. ‘The poor Jews were seized by the furious mob and laid in chains. The Jews 


brought grave charges against Enzo, who was seen the day before loitering about - 


with Simon, and several trustworthy witnesses deposed to have noticed the wretch 
more than ever going to and from the convent, and in the company of Bernardinus ; 
but all these assertions were unnoticed. Their houses were plundered, their wives 
and children killed by the bloodthirsty mob. Many Jew: saved their lives by con- 
senting to be baptized ; but the majority of the Jews of Trent became the victims of 
a frantic, enraged, and deceived people. Hundreds of the sous of Abraham were 
burnt alive, scourged to death, and tortured by Christian hands, who thought of 
doing a meritorious work for the Lord and His Church, The tumult scarcely was 
calmed, when the monks, fearing the censure of public opinion, resolved to give to 
their cruel and murderous task an air of undoubted sanctity. Superstitous people 
vouched to have seen a ray of glory every now and then resting on the child's head ; 
others asserted to have observed the lifeless hands of the child sometimes folded in 
prayer, and abt other times outstretched toward the crucifix above the altar. Upon 
thee testimonies, the cadaver was taken from the bier, and removed from the aisle 
of the church into the interior of the vast convent, where it was embaimed, and 
placed on a splendid sarcophagus in one of the numerous chapels of the monastery, 
which soon became the resort of thousands and tens of thousands of devotees, 
Votaries from far and near resorted to the miracle-working bones of ‘ Saint’ Simon : 
and nobody dared to speak against the sacred relics, The Bishop, a mild and saga- 
cious old prelate, at first rendered violent opposition to the malicious spectacle of 
the Franciscans ; but they kuew how to secure the confidence of the people ; and 
the Bishop, in his total isolation, not only gave way to the enraged and credulous 
muititude, but he was also compelled to apply to the Pope for the canonization of 
the child, Pope Sixtus 1YV. refused the canonization, and strictly prohibited the 
adoration paid to the so-called saint. The monks, however, continued their idola- 
trous work, and built a spacious church dedicated to the sacred remains of their 
newly-appointed ‘saint,’ to whom multitudes pilgrimaged for intercession and help. 

“The Pope delegated one of his cardinals to investigate on the spot the true 
nature of the ‘ Sunon affair.” The Cardinal-Delegate, on his arrival in Trent. took 
the matter in hand very energetically ; and succeeded in obtaining an open con- 
fession from the above-named Enzo, who was, indeed, the instrument of Bernardinus 
in drowning the child and putting it before the Jewish house. One would think 
that the ‘Simon affair’ was now dropped and hushed ; but such was not the case, 
One must not forget the monastic power and influence of that dark, superstitious 
and bigoted age, The Cardinal-Delegate was honest enough to give vent to his 
euspicion concerning the miraculous power and wonders imputed to the remains of 
the child. The result wes that the irritated mob. instigated by the monks to rise up 
in general rebellion against the cardinal, gathered round the episcopal residence, 
where the Papal ambassador took up his abode, and alarmed and threatened his 
eminency in most fulsome language ; so that the frightened cardinal thought right 
to withdraw. In the night of the selfsame day he made his escape towards Rome 
taking with him Enzo, the murderer of the child. On his return to Rome. the 
cardinal reported to the Pope the truth as it was, frustrated the beatification of the 
child, and delivered the further investigation of the matter into the hands of the

The sentence of Pietro Mocenigo, the Doge of Veni 
follows : ‘I certainly believe that the rumour of the: sandeced ber is false. Its was 
a cunning invention for a purpose, which I leave others to comment and declare,’ 
In the year 1585, Cardinal Montalto was unanimously elected Pope of Rome At 
his accession to the throne of St. Peter, he assumed the name of Sixtus V, He was a 
Franciscan monk, and during the five years of his pontificate, he bestowed great 
favours upon his former colleagues. The Franciscans always exercised great 
influence in Rome, but during the lustrum of Sixtus V., they were all-powerful No 
wonder that the canonization of St. Simon (the Martyr of Trent) was sanctioned 
and in the year 1581 publicly promulgated. Throughout Germany the faith in the 
miraculous bones of St. Simon was so. common, that few mothers omitted to take 
their crippled children to the beneficent spot of that martyr’s sanctuary, In Frank. 
fort-on-the-Maine a statue was erected on the Sechshausen bridge, representing a 
martyred child, with the following inscription : 


‘As long as Trent and the child be known, 
The malicious tricks of the Jews shall be shown.”

Real-Encyclopadie fiir Bibel and Talmud. By Dr. I. Wampuraenr, Provincia]

This great work of Rabbi Hamburger is advancing apace. We have now 
before us the fourth fascicle, extending from ** Rabbi Jose” to “ Krankengebet ” 
(prayer for the sick), and contains the important articles “ Judaism,” “ Kabbala,” 
“ Kalendar.” Wecannct speak in sufficiently high terms of the industry of the 
‘author, his critical talent, vast erudition and thoroughness with which he treats 
the subjects discu-sed. We can only repeat what we said on a former occasion, 
that no theological library can be considered complete without this work and 
that every intelligent Jewish family should possess a copy thereof. There is 
not a subject, however remotely connected with the scieace of Judaism, but full 
information is found of it in this opus maguum. 

We look at this production of a master mind with longing eyes, as we 
should like tg see it translated into our language. How many erroneous notions 
on Jews avd Judaisin would it correct, and how many prejudices remove, and 
how it would deepen the attachment to the ancestral religion in those coreli- 
gionists who would apply to it for. information! for the articles bring ont the 
respective subjects treated in them in their full splendour, establishing beyond 
all doubt the superiority of the-theological doctrines and the morality taught, 
both in the Bible and by the rabbis, above all those of other creeds. The 
author, of course, treats the subjects discussed with the veneration due to the 
Word of God, and the utterances of men who have imbued themselves with the 
spirit emanating from it. But Rabbi Hamburger is for all that not a bigot, 
He does not shun the light of science. He freely accepts the undoubted results 
of what modern criticism has brought to ligat. He does not hesitate to lay bare 
the weak side of any rabbinical enactment, and does not undertake any weak 


defence, or has recourse to sophisms in justification of any false step, however - 


venerable the authority. And this is not one of the least merits of the work. 
Is there no Mecen in the Jewish community who will make the necessary pecu- 
niary sacrifice to render this work, as far as it has gone, accessible to the English- 
speaking public? Perhaps some publisher might undertake the publication 
of the tianslation if he were guaranteed against loss, or if tle sale of a certain 
number of copies were secured to him. It would be a feather in the cap of 
our Hebrew Literatrue Society were it to engage in this undertaking.’ It might 
be apread over a number of years. It might appear in numbers, just as pub- 
ished by the authorin parts. Butif once translated and published, we have 
such confidence in its literary merit, that we have no hesitation in saying that it 
woald not entail any ultimate pecuniary loss to those engaged in the work, 


The Jewish Armoury. By I. L. Mocarra. (Not Published.) 
Although the “Jewish Armoury” has not been published for general 


‘circulation, we feel that we are but fulfilling our duty in placing before our 


readers a notice of the centents of this work, a copy of which has been 
forwarded to us by the anthor. The object of the work is thus expressed by the 
writer: “In the present little volume the author has for clject to bring before 
his coreligionists an epitome of the very many facts and arguments which have 
tended to give strength and permanency to the Jewish faith, besides other data, 
avoiding all that is discursive ; and by thas bringing them together in the most 
compact form possible, he trusts good service will be rendered to the cause of 
religion, and that these pages will meet the wishes of those persons who, lacking 
either time or inchnation to pernse long controversial works, are, nevertheless, 
desirous of having placed before them a fair exposition of Judaistmn and its Laws, 
whilst it will enable the enlightened Christian to cast a thorghtful and appre- 
ciative glancé over a summary of those numerous beautiful ordinances and holy 
truths which have given. and will assuredly continue to give, life, stability, and 
lasting vitality to the religion of the Israelite.” | | 

There can be no denbt bus that Mr. .focatta, in the fulness of his faith, has 
successfully fulfilled the task he had set himself. ile has, as a rule, avoided 
entering upon those controversial subjects which have set the pens of theologians 
and philosophers so busily at work during the past few years. ‘The “ Jewish 
Armoury” is evidently not intended to cope with those intellectual giants who 
are in the vanguard of those engaged in the devastating war of religious 
controversy ; those who will allow uothing to be assumed, who barely admit 
the consciousness of their own individual existence; who will.ispute every inch 
of ground over which each Battle of Words is fought; and who have nota 
tittle of respect for men er thivgs, however much they miy be held sacred in. 
the eyes of others, “D-fence not Defiance” is the motto of our author. Le 
provides the useful pike for the loyal yeoman to stand bchind the hedge of 
Faith, and is evidently satisfied if his simple weapon beat vack for the time the 
onslaught of the powerful and better cquipped foe. At times this means of 
defeuce barely does justice to the cause defended. For instance, instead of 
being excused, the legislation with respect to slavery, wight well have been 
justified. It was dictated by the most merciful consideration for those captured 
in war, who otherwise would have been ruthlessly and brutally murdered, as was 
the practice by surrounding nations. More might also have been made than 
our author has deemed necessary of the restrictive element in the laws regulating 
the offering of sacrifices. There are one or two slips to which we direct 
attention, so that whea the work be published—as. it no doubt will be—these 
might be corrected. In the quotation from Iseiah Ix. 16—cited to show that 
“the all important because unequivocal monosyllable ‘one’”’ is frequently 
affixed to the letter “1"—has not onr anthor placed too much reliance upon the 
literal accuracy of the Anglican Version? The equivalent of the word “one " 
is not in the original, but is supplied ia the English translation to complete the 
sense of the Hebrew. We may also point out that Maimonides was not a 
* Minister of State.” Ie was physician to Al Fadhl, a leading dignitary of tlie 
Sultan Saladin, | 

The unpretentious work, on the whole, is a tseful al-lit’oa to our very 
limited library of Anglo Jewish Literature, and as an Aid to Faith will no doubt

The greater part of the report is taken up with an account of the sad events 
in Bulgaria, details of which appeared in our columns at the time. Then follow 
accounts of the condition of the Jews of Servia and Roumania, with which our 
readers are sufliciently acquainted. Then comes the distressing narrative of the 
mirders cominitted in Morocco on Jews, and the measures adopted to bring the 
criminals to justice. The following letter addressed at the time by Signor 
Stefano Scovazzo, Italian Consul-General at Tangier, to his government deserves 
to be re-produced. It runs thus: “‘langier, October 25'h, 1877. About ‘two 
months ago seven poor Jews, among whom there was a child, were cruelly 
massacred in a wood, near the city of Leizathe. Already, some months pre- 
viously, two other Israelites bad likewise been killed. T availed myself of the 
moment, when the diplomatic body had met for other matters, to call attention 
to these assassinations,.and proposed to send an identical note to the CGovern- 
ment of Fez, through the instrumentality of the Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
The majority resolved to send a verbal message, in the name of all representa- 
tives to Minister Bargash, expressing to him our profound grief at these facts. 
Nevertheless, | did not content myself with this step, and wrote to Sid Moussa, ask- 
ing him, in the interest of the Sherifian Government to execute justice on the mur- 
derers. fle replied that he had sent to Larache an imperial commissioner 
charged with making an inquiry on thespot. I expressed the hope that Morocco 
would prove this time to Europe’that the government of his country knows how 
to execute justice, but this justice, I added, should be severe, inexorable ; the 
murderers should pay with their lives for the atrocious crime, so that their pun- 
ishment should serve as an example, deterring the Moors from repeating what 
the Moors say cannot be punished ina Mussulman if he has not killed more 
than seven Jews. I await a reply to this letter. These poor Jews may have 
faults of their own. But it is so intelligent and so hardworking a race that it is 
necessary to interest oneself with all heart in their fate, the more so since they 
ave disliked and despised by the Moroqueens. And, further, how could repre- 
sentatives of civilised nations tolerate that innocent persons should be slaugh- 
tered under their tyes like dogs—men, women and clildren—without defence, 
and the murderers should go forth unpunished. All Jews of Tangier, I'ez and 
Mequinez testify to me by their respect and kindheartedness that they appre- 
ciate what I do for them, and are grateful to me.—Scovazzo.” ; 

The report includes also the account given by the Kénigsberg Committee of 
the Russian orphans, of whom the latter has taken charge. They are forty in 
number, apprenticed to various trades. This is an undertaking of considerable 
importance, as these orphans, when properly taught and educated, form a sort of 
propaganda for the Jews of Russia, many of whom are lagging far behind in 
general progress. 

From the balance-sheet of the Alliance. which is appended, it appears that 
its ordinary income last year was 62,006 francs, and its ordinary expenditure 
69,591 franes. Its.capital, which in June was 100,557 frances, was in December 
ovly 92,782 franés. The Alliance further possesses interest-bearing securities to 
the nomial amount of 88,999 francs.
